Social Security 
Can Keep A 


Family Togeather 


If someone in your fam- 
ily dies, it may be that 
he has provided more pro- 
tection for his family than 
you think -- more even than 
he knew about. Harry N, 
Scott, district manager for 
social security, outlined 
the protection provided for 
the survivors of workers 
covered by social security. 
The monthly payments 
which are made to a widow 
and her minor children 
often mean the difference | 
between scattered individ- 
uals and a family. 

At least 9 out of every 
10 mothers with children 
under 18 can expect to get 
social security benefits 
should their husbands die, 
At the end of June 1964, 
there were 4.5 million sur- 
vivors getting monthly 
social security checks, 
Widowed mothers with two 
children were at that time 
receiving an average of 
$190 per month. 

In addition to the widow 
with minor children, the 
widow who is 62 or older 
with or without children, 
may qualify for a monthly 
check. Your parent who is 
at least 62 and who has 
estabiished that he was de- 
pendent upon you at the time 
of your death, may also 
qualify for monthly sur- 
vivor benefits. A lump-sum 
death payment is also pay- 
able in most cases. :

was shot in the left hip, 
and moments later, looking 
around the right side of the 
tree he was shot in the 
right arm by Devine. 

Devine is now in Coffee 
County jail awaiting trial 
under two indictments, one 
for first degree murder, 
the second for assault with 
intent to murder. 

Attorney Bill Stokes re~ 
presented both Mrs. Drig- 
gers and Deputy Sheriff Ad- 
kinson at the hearing. He 
claimed that the Driggers 
claim was a ‘‘new case” 
in that Driggers was not 
an employee of the state 


but an employee of the 
City of Elba, but that the 
law creating the adjust- 


ment board specified that 
persons doing a business 
for the state was entitled 
to just compensation.
